‘This’ discovery suggested that lime- 
stone could be used, producing the’ 
same results and would cost the farm- 
er less money. j 

In other words, limestone was the: 
form of lime furnished by nature tv 
correct certain undesirable soil condi- 
tions, and when supplied in large 
quantities it made a soil of wonder- 
ful richness and productivity; crops 
could be grown many times without 
any marked decrease of yield. 

Limestone is a very common and 
widely distributed rock which has} 
many variations in composition, color 
and texture; it is the changed form 
of the remains of sea animals, such 
as corals and molusks and frequent- 
ly one will find a distinct imprint or 
outline showing how the molusk look- 
ed when alive. 

The prevailing use of limestone for 
railroad ballast, macadam roads and 
the aggregate for concrete work af- 
forded the opportunity for the invest- 
ment of money in the building of 
plants for the purpose of crushing the 
rock to sizes which could be easily 
handled and loaded in cars for ship- 
ment. This production of the desir- 
ed sizes, also caused to be accumulat- 
ed large quantities of small sizes for 
which the above markets had no use. 
The chemist, as stated’ above, decid- 
ing that the raw rock would produce 
the same result if it was gotten in 
fine enough form, and because of the 
less expense of preparation, would 
save the farmer much money with 
considerable more comfort in spread- 
ing upon the land. This is the ori- 
gin of limestone for agricultural pur- 
poses. 

It is impossible, as much as one 
would like to do so, to describe agri- 
cutlural limestone, without mention- 
ing its chemical properties, because 
of the fact that there are two out- 
standing chemical elements or parts 
which give it its value. These terms 
are Calcium and Magnesium and 
when united, form a rock called Dolo- 
mite. A Calcium stone is usually 4 
soft stone and when enough of the 
Calcium has been replaced by the 
Magnesium to form a Dolomite, it us- 
ually becomes darker and harder. 
Chalk is also a soft and powdery tex- 
tured limestone. cs 

The chemist has named the natural 
limestone as Calcium Carbonate, or 
Magnesium Carbonate, according to 
the amount of each of these ingre- 
dients in the stone, and it is these 
two parts which give its value for the 
farmers.

BIG COWS GIVE MOST PROFIT 


Records Show That Large Animais 
Are Biggest Producers of Milk 
and Butterfat. 


(Prepared by the Untted Statea Department 
of Agriculture.) 


Figures collected from various cow- 
testing assoctationgs throughout the 
country and compiled by the United 
Stutesy Depurtuuent of Agriculture tend 
te confirm the previeus conclustons of 
the department that withia the breeds, 
so far as they were represented hy 
these oaniinals, which were mostly 
wrades, the lurge cows are the biggest 
producers of dairy products and are 
also the most profitable, The evidence 
seems to polnt to the fact that In the 
Individual farmer's herd tt will be 
found that on the average the larger 
cows are more profitable than) the 
stuuller ones. although there are some 
indicutions that this may not hold true 
in the cnse of herds of native cattle 
containing much beef blood. 

‘Phe cows whose recoras have been 
used by the department have been 
sorted out so that only mature animals 
were used for these compacisuns, thus 
elitniuating auy differences that might 
have bee Ceused by fhe daunaturits 
of some cows, 

In one group for which figures have 
been prepured there 1600 cows 
elussified us Small, 201 ag medium, and 
129 us lurge. The sivall cows aver 
aged 244 pounds of butrerfat a year,

cities in China, 

A& one passes within the walls of 
Peking he expects to find, as In other 
Chinese cities, the bannered signs of 
éhopkeepers throwing gay canopies t 
across narrow, tortuous, huddled 
streets; but behold; broud avenues 
ubree miles long, crossed by other 


broad avenues three miles long, mak- 
ing squares as regular as those of a 
checkerboard, 

The visitor wonders whether the 
builders of this city saw ia prophetic 
vision the streets of Chicago, Denver j 
and Philadelphia. Then be begins to 
realize that Peking is the one spacious 
Chinese city because it was built by | 
the adventurous barbarians of the | 
north, men who lived in the saddle, 
upon steppes and plains, whose feet 
were set in a large room, 

Wonder does not stop with the 
length, breadth and regularity uf the 
streets. The traffic upon them is equal- 
ly unexpected, In the cities of suuth- 
ern China, sedan chairs edge their 
way with difficulty through the crowds 
of pedestrians, and carrying coolies, 
who jostle each other fh the nurrow 
lanes. In Peking every street is alive 
with beasts and vehicles, 

Down the smooth, tree-lined, ma- 
cadam center roads autos, cabs, rick- 
shaws and bicycles speed past slow- 
moving catafalques and crimson wed- 
ding processions, On each side. be 
tween sidewalk and trees, along a 
highway of turf, go mule-mounted 
equestrians, soldiers on sturdy Mans 
ehurian ponies, triplets of donkeys 
hauling lumber, brick, conl and crock- 
ery, portly old) gentlemen straddling 
diminutive asses, blue-canopied Meking 
varts, and curavans of camels out of | 
the north, 


Queer Carts and Animals.’ 


Almost as fascinating as the camels 
are the carts of Peking, or rather the 
little beasts which pull them—poutes, 
donkeys, mules and nondescript, elu- 
sive creatures that are neither horse, 
mule, nor ass, but subtle, indistin- 
guishable mixtures, On first sight one 
is sure they are horses, on the second 
he is sure they are mules, on the third 
he is equally’ sure they ure zebras 
with the stripes worn off. One his- 
torian of China speaks of the ancient 
Tatars as ‘possessing horses, asses, 
mules, and “other peculiar breeds of 
the equine family.” These ancient 
other breeds still trot about the Tatar 
city, . 

If streets and traffic, ‘carts and 
camels are unexpected, no less so are 
the buildings. The traveler who has 
seen pictures of the majestic temples 
und palaces of Peking enters the im- 
posing South Gate prepared for archi- 
tectural raptures. But he finds the 
broad, straight highways of the city 


lined with {Insignificant one-story 
shops or with equally Insignificant 
gray, windowless, one-story house 


walls, or long, unlovely, stretches of 
dull-red plastered fence walls, 


As Soon, however, as the traveler en- 
ters a gateway, through one of the 
gray oor dingy brick-red walls, he 
comes suddenly and unexpectedly up- 
on oa palace, silent in the sun, yet 
shouting aloud tn the barbaric bril- 
Hanee of its eolor—erimson colunins, 
friezes of flashing gold on green, wide- 
Naring roofs of resplendent yellow, 
ail above a triple-terraced platform of 
marble, white tike snow, Or It may 
he a many-courted temple, where 
hundred Jlumas drone chants hefere an 
inscrutable Buddha; or a wooded 
park, where emperors once took their 
pleasure, where century-old cedars 
shade pathwarsa and pleasant lakes. 
Shrines nestle in mulberry groves and 
hillocks are crowned by Buddhist tapes, 
from whose marble bases one looks 
out over the roofs of the city—miles 
and miles, it seems, of gray roofs— 
and in the center of all a grent splotch 
of Imperial yellow, the once “foerbid- 
den city,” where dwelt the emperor, 
hts sons and hia daughters, his wives 
and his concubines,

Unexpected in Architecture. 
Indeed, the Unexpected is the es- 
sence of Chinese architecture. One 
can never get a complete view of 8 
temple or a yamen unless there be 
some adjacent hill or tower or city 


,wall from which to view it, 


Qn level ground only the outer wah 
and the entrance ure seen, and when 
these are passed une sees only the 
first court, with Its more elaborate 
entrance to the second; and so op 
through three, four, five, six, it may be 
seven courtyards, each complete in 
itself, each with a central building, 
through which one passes to the cour 
beyond, each building larger, highea 
or more decorative than the last, each 
breaking upon the beholder with & 
fresh surprise, . 

This is especially true of the im 
perial palace, which is perlups the 
most effectively arranged group of 
buildings [In allo Ching. Gateway 
after gateway, cach gute a palace in 
itself, piHared, rovfed and buttressed, 
lends into a  wide-lying courtyard, 
whose placid expunge dwarfs an- 
elent trees uround its edges into seem: 
ing shrubs, : 

Each court ts a unlt of grandeur 
and magnificence in itself, and at the 
same time an integral member of a se- 
ries leading up to the marbleter- 
raced courtyard of the great throne 
hall. 

Although the imperial palace is the 
finest architectural ensemble fn the 
capital, It is in the Temple of Heaven, 
or, ag the Chinese cull it, “The 
Happy Year Hall,” where the em- 
feror used to offer annual Supplica- 
‘tion to Heaven, for a prosperous new 
year, that we find a single building 
in which the simple Aignity of Chi- 
nese architecture Is at {ts best, 

The Happy Year Hall, 

This is perhaps the most frequently 
pietured of all Chinese buildings, 
isvery Chinese photugrapher displays 
it in his window; every vender ot 
postcards features it; every boak on 
Ching reproduces it; {it ts probably 
the one view of things Chinese which 
every westerner who knows anything 
at all about Ching has seen. Yet there 
ure few ‘buildings which most pictures 


} fall se pitifully to portray. 


In the usual print or photograph it 
is squat, plump und heavy, Wke a 
German wedding cake. In reality it ts 
strong und gracious und mighty, and 
when the visitor comes Into its pres- 
ence he comes intu the presence of 
a great pence. 

There it stands on a vast platform, 
its base above the treetops, Above 
the platform is a threefold marble ter- 
race, white and circular; then red 
columns, green-gold friezes, and three 
fine, flaring circular rvofs, with 
shadows and mystery under the euves, 
and the roof tiles not crying-yellow, 
like those of the finperial palace, but 
deep, deep blue. . 

But tt is Just in this, its chief mas- 
terpiece, that Chinese architecture, in 
its insistence on the unexpected, has 
gone farthes stray. The temple is 
in the midst of a huge park; acres of 
luwn and dense groves of ancient 
evergreen surround it; there is every 
condition conducive to the most ef- 
fective use of distance and vista; yet 
the temple approaches;are so clouded 
and cluttered with cheap, tawdry, de 
cadent gateways that nothing of the 
temple ig seen until one actually 
stumbles upon it through the last 
gate, 

Another of the unexpected trens- 
ures of Peking is the dragon screen. 
It is barely mentioned in some of the 
guidebooks, and not mentioned at alt 
in otfrers, Tt is hidden behind a 
hillock fn the winter palace groundp, 
asd ninetenths of the visitors to Pe» 
king walk withh a hundred yards of 
it and never dream of Its existence, 

It is a wall perhaps 20 feet high 
and a hundred long, faced complete 
ly with tile cast to represent nine 
ife-size dragons In bag-rellef, of va- 
rious colors—yellow, purple, maroon, 
orange—ilancing gayty above emerald 
billows, against a pale-blue sky. 

Doubtless, one should not speak 
of “Hfesize’ dragons; but these 
creatures of the screen rre the nilvest 
dragons one may ever hope to see; 
they give rise to the feeling that tt 
a dragon lived he would be exactly 
Hike one of these.

FIRE DAMAGES 
GARAGE AND BARN 


4 AUTOS IN BUILDING COULD 
NOT BE REMOVED. 


Fire from ignited gasoline started 
a quick, destructive blaze in the Ros- 
enstand garage at about 11:45 o'clock 
this forenoon, doing much damage to 
the building, which was owned hy 
Peter F. Jorgenson and formerly used 
as a livery and feed barn, and to the 
tools, and supplies uf the garage and 
to four autos that were in the build- 
ing at the time the fire started. 

John Rosentand, the proprietor of 
the garage, was Working on one of the 
cars and in an effort to start it says 
he flooded the carburetor and gasoline 
leaked over onto the floor. Believing 
that one of the electrie wires may 
have been loose or disconnected, he 
sot out of the car to make an exami- 
nation but found nothing wrong. He 
then re-entered the car when, he says, 
an electric light that was burning 
near the car, fell to the cement floo: 
and broke and immediately flames 
shot up from the gasoline that was on 
the floor. An effort was made to 
move the car out of the flames but be- 
fore that could be done the car caught 
fire and spread so rapidly that the 
flames drove the men out of the room. 

lt was a pretty hot blaze for about 
a half hour and threatened to wipe 
out the entire structure; flames were 
belching out of the front part of the 
building and smoke pouring from un- 
der the eves along side of the entire 
building on both sides and tiny flames 
were beginning to shoot out from sev- 
eral places in the siding. 

The fire department was on hanii 
with remarkable promptness and too 
much cannot be said for the effective 
manner in which they handled the 
fire fighting. There did not seem to 
be’ one chance in a hundred to save the 
building and it looked as if the sev- 
eral neorby structures would be cer- 
tain to go with it. The department 
succeeded in confining the flames to 
the front part of the building and soon 
had them under control. 

Mr. Rosenstand reports his loss at 
about $300 to $400. He had no in- 
surance. Mr. Jorgenson’s losg is esti- 
mated at about $1,000 and is fully cov- 
ered by insurance. Autos belong to 
the following were partly damaged: 
Jerry LaMotte, Cletus St. Pierre, 
Howard Smith and Sheldon Marston, 
none of which were insured except 
that of Mr. LaMotte. These are all 
Graylittg citizens except Mr. Marston 
who is a son of T. F. Marston and re- 
sides in Bay City.
